The people of the Btate of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
' Assembly, do enact as follows:

Sxerzox 1. All proceedings lawful'y commenced and pending in any
of the probate courts of the territory of Wisconsin at the time of the change
from territorial to state government are hereby continued and transferred
to the prebate courts of the state of Wisconsin having jurisdiction of the
same and a'l proceedings orders or decrees which have been made entered
or had in the probate courts of the state of Wisconsin since the change fiom
territorial government in any case or proceeding pending at the time of
such change, are hereby declared to be and the same are as legal and valid
as if the same had been done in the same.eourt before such change.

Sec. 2. The judge of Probate within his county is anthorized and em-
powered to call before him and examine uponoath any person suspected
and complained of by any éxecutor or administrator heirs creditors lega-
tees or other person having lawful right or claims to the estate of any per-
son deceased, of having concealed embezzled or conveyed away any of the
goods and-chattels or yioney left by the testator or intestate, for the diseov-
-1y of the same-and ifths person complained of as aforesaid sha'l refuse to
‘be examined or to answer interrogatories upon oath respecting the estate
